The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  1 6,760. 

Births 

There  were  267  live  births  giving  a  birth  rate  of  16*2* 
Stillbirths 

There  were  5  during  the  yearD 
Infant  Mortality 


Two  infants  died.  In  both  cases  death  was  due  largely  to 
abnormalities  present  at  birth. 


Deaths 


There  were  139  deaths  giving  a  death  rate  of  9»4« 

Apart  from  the  two  infant  deaths  there  were  four  deaths 
below  the  age  of  25  years.  Three  were  due  to  infections  but 
none  of  these  could  have  been  prevented  by  immunising  procedures. 
The  fourth  was  caused  by  drowning. 

Infectious  Disease

Scarlet  Fever 


There  were  more  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  1959 
than  in  any  single  year  for  over  ten  years.  Most  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  January  and  February  in  the  Terrington  area, 

A  small  outbreak  started  again  in  October  and  was  centred  on 
Tilney  All  Saints.  Most  of  the  scarlet  fever  seen  in  recent 
years  has  been  of  a  mild  type  but  in  some  areas  of  the  country  c.i 

of  scarlet  fever  have  been  followed  by  more  serious  complication 
Certain  types  of  organisms  have  been  associated  with  these 
complications  so  that  some  vigilance  is  still  necessary.  The 
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types  of  organism  which  cause  scarlet  fever  are  changing  year 
*by  year  and  we  may  find  the  disease  resumes  some  of  its  old 
ferocity  in  future  years. 

Measles 

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  Walsoken  area 
beginning  with  ra  few  scattered  cases  in  January,  gaining  force 
in  April  and  May,  spreading  to  the  Tilney  area  in  June  and  to 
Upwell  and  Three  Holes  in  July.  The  epidemic  ended  in  August 
with  the  start  of  the  school  holidays,. 

Poliomyelitis 

A  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  July.  Precautions 
were  taken  to  prevent  cross  infection  but  the  case  turned  out  to 
have  been  caused  by  one  of  a  group  of  related  viruses  which  have 
similar  features.  It  is  likely  that  other  cases  occurred  in  the 
area  but  were  not  recognised.  This  virus  group  is  called  ECHO 
and  may  be  responsible  for  a  number  of  cases  of  feverish  chills 
and  diarrhoea  and  for  mild  attacks  of  meningitis. 

In  December  poliomyelitis  was  again  notified.  This 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  but  here  again  no  source  of  infection 
was  discovered  and  no  other  cases  occurred.  It  is  thought  that 
for  every  case  of  recognised  paralytic  poliomyelitis  there  are 
many  mild  infections  with  the  same  virus  which  pass  unnoticed. 

Food  Poisoning 

Eight  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  all 
at  the  end  of  July.  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  find 
the  source  of  this  outbreak  as  several  days  passed  before  the 
cases  were  notified.  Householders  should  always  keep  food 
suspected  of  having  caused  illness  and  should  inform  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  by  telephone.  If  no  food  is  left  over,  empty 
tins  or  cartons  may  be  useful. 

The  health  of  Marshland’ s  community  was  good  during  the  year 
and  no  schools  were  closed. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 

Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  the  work 

being  done  by  my  department.  I  am  grateful  too  for  the  assistance 

and  support  I  have  had  from  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector 

and  members  of  the  Local  Health  Office  staff.

I  am  confident 
that  every  owner  of  land  and  property  in  Marshland  uses  modern 
[methods  to  he  rid  of  rats  which  can  cause  so  much  damage  to  their 
livelihood. 

Rodent  control  on  Refuse  Tips  was  carried  out  hy  the  Council Ts 
employees  and  once  again  no  heavy  infestations  were  reported  or 
found. 

I  The  abandoned  Wisbech  Canal  which  runs  through  the  district 

is  an  ideal  breeding  place  for  rats  and  the  quicker  this  eyesore 
can  be  wiped  away  by  some  method  the  better.  I  am  confident 
that  this  could  be  done  by  controlled  refuse  tipping. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  by  direct  labour  continued  to 
operate  fairly  satisfactorily®  The  main  difficulties  have  been  at 
Clenchv/arton  where  the  increased  number  of  properties  are  occupied 
tnainly  by  people  who  have  lived  in  towns.  These  people  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a  fortnightly  kerbside  collection  is  insufficient. 
Tipping  facilities  are  still  a  great  problem.,  but  the  opening  of 
the  new  tip  at  War  Bank,  Clenchwarton  helped  in  this  area  consider at 

I  estimate  that  95%  of  the  properties,  where  refuse  is 
collected  have  provided  a  proper  standard  sanitary  bin. 

The  Upwell  and  Outwell  areas  will  also  cause  a  problem  for 
tipping  space  in  I960. 

pOOD  AND  ROOD  PREMISES 

29  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year  for 
inspection  in  conjunction  with  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations «  One 
food  shop  was  found  to  be  in  such  a  condition  to  warrant  closing 
and  steps  were  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  this  to  be  done* 

Many  improvements  were  made  to  food  premises  throughout  the 
year  and  a  very  good  general  standard  was  maintained. 

41  samples  of  ice-cream  w^ere  taken  from  registered  premises 
and  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  38 
samples  were  placed  in  Grade  I  and  3  in  Grade  II.  Ice-cream  is 
not  manufactured  in  the  district  and  all  the  registered  premises 
continued  to  retail  the  pre-packed  ice-cream  by  the  large  companies.
